Below I've provided OSD policy -- for your specific questions about military member 
participationj would refer you to the services to discuss approval (cc'd here). 

While wearing civilian clothes, in their personal capacity, military members may march or 
ride in nonpartisan parades. 

Except when authorized per DoD or service policies (such as a community -relations approved 
ceremonial unit), military members are restricted from wearing uniforms while participating 
in parades. 

We always recommend service members consult their chain of command before participating in 
any parade. When troops are requested to participate in parades, commanders must determine 
if military participation in the event is appropriate per DoD community relations policies 
and does not violate policies regarding wearing of the uniform, to include preventing any 
inferences that a service member's activities may imply official sponsorship or endorsement.

This memorandum reiterates and clarifies my March 7, 2012, interim guidance regarding 
service members in uniform participating in parades, and extrapolates applicable policy. 

Local commanders have unique knowledge of conditions in their communities. They 
generally are best positioned to evaluate the appropriateness and level of DoD participation in 
parades and other civic, celebrations. Therefore, local commanders are arthorized lo use their 
discretion in determining service member participation in parades, provided their decision does 
not violate DoD policies regarding uniform wear or community relations activities. 

However, any event that is likely to gamer national or international interest or news 
media coverage shall be forwarded through, command channels to the OASD(PA) for approval 
per reference (b). Approval shall be based upon program, sponsor, site, support criteria, and 
upon any recommendations offered by applicable commanders. 

Pursuant to reference (c), the wear of the uniform by members of the Armed Forces 
(including retired members and members of Reserve components) is prohibited: 

o during or in connection with furthering political activities, private employment or 

commercial interests, when an inference of official sponsorship for the activity or 

interest may be drawn. 
• when wear of the uniform may tend to bring discredit upon the Armed Forces, 
o when specifically prohibited by regulations of the Department concerned. 



Pursuant to reference (b), community relations support must be confined to (hose 
activities that are of common public interest and benefit to a local, State, regional, national, or 
broadly representational community. Nonpartisan patriotic events open to the general public 
usually are of common interest and benefit. 



In addition, support to events sponsored by organizations with a narrow membership base 
or interest, such as commercial enterprises, religious or sectarian organizations, ideological 
organizations, and political organizations and campaigns may occasionally be considered to be in 
the common public interest when it is clear that the support primarily benefits the community at 
large, rather than the sponsoring organization. 

Key considerations in Reference (d) include: 

• DoD personnel shall not support any event that provides a selective benefit to any 
individual, group, or organization, including any religious or sectarian organization, 
ideological movement, political campaign or organization, or commercial enterprise. 

• When considering support to a non-Federal entity, commanders must be able and 
willing to provide similar support to comparable events sponsored by similar non- 
Federal entities. 

• DoD personnel shall not officially endorse, or appear to endorse, any non-Federal 
entity event, product, service or enterprise, including membership drives or fund- 
raising activities. Participation shall not be approved when support would endorse, 
promote or sponsor any private individual, group or venture, or gives the appearance 
of doing so. 

Also, community relations support or participation is not authorized for events that: 

• are associated with partisan political activities. 

• restrict admission, seating, or other accommodations based on race, creed, color, 
national origin, or gender. 

» are sponsored by organizations whose constitution, bylaws, membership 
qualifications, or ritual are withheld from the general public. 

Request widest dissemination of this memorandum to local commanders.

SUBJECT: Request for Guidance Regarding the San Diego Pride Paiade 

This is in response to requests from several Service components seeking guidance 
regarding service members in uniform participating in the San Diego Pride Parade on July 21, 
2012, with the theme "America's Pride." We understand local commanders have been exercising 
their discretion on approval per current DoD Community Relations guidance; however, pursuant 
to DoDD 541 0. 1 8, OASD(PA) approval is being sought now since the event has garnered 
national media attention. 

It is our understanding that the event organizers plan, to have a portion of the parade that 
is dedicated to military members. Service members do not need approval to wear civilian clothes 
and march or ride in nonpartisan parades. However, we further understand organizers arc 
encouraging service members to seek their commander's approval to march in uniform and to 
display their pride. 

Based on our current knowledge of the event and existing policies, we hereby are granting 
approval for service members in uniform to participate in this year's parade, provided service 
members (1) participate in their personal capacity and (2) ensure the adherence to Military 
Service standards of appearance and wear of the military uniform. This approval is applicable 
for individual participation in the 2012 San Diego Pride Parade only.
